Spain's Ruler. 


SAVED BY PRESENCE OF MIND 


Whle Riding T hrough the Streets of 
Hi« Capital, the Young King W as 


Attacked by a Would-Be Assassin 
Who Fired Point-Blank at His In* 
tended Victim, but King Reared His 
Horse, Using It as a Living Shield. 


Madrid, April 14.— As he was rid;n * 
through the s tre e ts h ere Sunday a fte r­ 
noon. King Alfonso w as shot at th ree 
times by a well-dressed young man, but 
none of the bullets struck the m on­ 
arch, 
One of th e bullets struck his 
horse in the chest. 
The king was retu rn in g to the pal 
ace from a review of recruits and was 
riding slowly through the streets with 
a large staff. 
W a r the Bank of Spain 
on Alcala street, a young man who 
was standing in th e front row of cheer­ 
ing spectators rush ed at the monarch's 
horse and clutched the bridle with hi::, 
left hand. Then he put his right hand 
In hi« pocket and drew a revolver. 
King Alfonso realized instantly that 
the man was an assassin and his skill 
in horsem anship and his presence of 
mind probably saved his life. 
He 
m ade the horse r e a r up Just at the mo­ 
ment the assassin fired, but the king 
was already safe behind the horse, 
which got the bullet in the chest. 
At 
the same m om ent a policeman threw 
himself upon the assassin and threw 
him to the ground and held him th e ir 
but he was unable to grip his arm s 
before he had fired two oth er shots 
They were random shots, as it wan 
Impossible for him to take aim, and 
they did not hit anybody.

The staff, which w as riding a little 
ahead of the king, im m ediately formed 
around the sovereign and faced tie 
crowd, while the cavalry escort which 
was 
following 
behind 
im m ediate!' 
formed a cordon around th e king and 
pushed back the crowd, which the 
sound of flu* shots had caused to it* 
crease as if by magic. 
The king, after seeing the assassin 
taken away by th e police, stood up in 
the stirrups aud sm ilingly turning to 
the crowd and giving a m ilitary salute, 
cried, “Viva L’K sp a n a !” 
T he peopl* 
^ t o o k the cue and repeated the cry loud 
and 
long 
They 
also gave 
hearty 
cheers for the king. 
After acknow ledging the cheers of 
the people by renew ed salutes, King 
Alofnso dism ounted in the m ost uncon 
oerned m anner.

'•by saying “G entlem en, it is nothing 
Then he rem ounted and continued on 
*the way to the palace. 
The crowd v 
which had by this tim e greatly increas­

The third a tte m p t to assassinate the 
young m onarch ended in a great d“ tn- 
onstration of popular joy which has 
never been eclipsed.

Naco, Ariz., April 14.— G en eral Pe­ 
dro Ojeda of the Mexican federal arm y 
for several w eeks past has been m ak ­ 
ing sta tem e n ts th a t he would die be­ 
fore he would su rren d er S onora to the 
rebels or flee to the A m erican Bid**, 
thus m aking good n ew spaper storic?. 
B ut Sunday Gen*‘ral o je d a fled to the 
A m erican side, choosing life and its 
em olum ents to a place in h isto ry a s a 
Mexican general who died r a th e r than 
su rre n d e r or quit. 
H owever, the Mex­ 
ican general put up the fight of his 
life and probably holds the record lor 
defending a town successfully for a 
g re a te r length of tim e a g a in s t over­ 
w helm ing odds than any o th e r general 
hln country has produced. 
For a m onth Naco, Mexi< o, has been 
surrounded by from 900 to 1.500 rebels, 
and the old general, with n e v e r more 
than 400 soldiers, has sev eral tim es 
whipped the rebels so badly th a t it 
took them several days each tim e to 
recover. 
This tim e h** fought until his 
last shot was exhausted and rem ained 
behind resisting the rebels until he 
had no more than fifteen m en with! 
him.

T he fighting had been of the hand 
to-hand order for half an ho ur bclore 
he fled across the A rizona line and 
gave him self up to Captain H. A. Sei 
fert, Ninth United States cavalry, Sun 
day morning.
